One of the nicest things which happened to me during my 
visit to London was the opportunity of having you discuss with me 
the interesting historical matters concerning the Bank of England 
and showing me your amazing exhibit. I sincerely appreciate your 
courtesies. 


I was particularly interested to learn that the 17th 
Century Bank of England paper money was not in specific denominations 
but filled in,and that in the 18th Century fill-in also was customary. 

As to the paper money of the Colony of Maryland, the original 
issue in 1732/33 used the Bank of England's stock as security and this 
security was added to and reduced from time to time,and then in 1767 
was renewed. Apparently this security must have been confiscated by 
England during the American Revolution. If you would like a piece of 
Maryland paper money for the Museum to show that your stock was security 
for those issuer I will be glad to send you one for the Museum. 

Another matter which intrigues me is that I wonder what happened 
to the shares in the Bank of England which George Washington and Martha 
Washington owned. When did they sell it, or was it confiscated at the 
time of the Revolution? 

I presume the Bank has the counterfeits of its notes made by 
the Germans during World War II. That would make an interesting exhibit.
